The Gas Generator Building 


Was Blown Down. 


EIGHTEEN MEN INSIDE 


Five 
Were_" Injured but None 


of Them Seriously Hurt. 


Damage to the Plant Is Estimated at 
$2500, While a Delay of Six Weeks 


in Construction Is Caused.

The wind began to blow very hard 


aboiitTsix o'clock and seemed to grad- 
ually gain force., By eight o'clock i 
was blowing a furious gale, its \eli'C 
ity being fully seventy miles an hour

from the west and struck the town 
with terrific force. 


About half-past eight 
o'clock, 


while people down town were talking 
of the high wiud,.and -wondering 
whether or not a Kansas cycle ne had 
wandered away from home," -news 
came that the new plant of the Bur 
gess Steel and Iron works, at York- 
town, had been damaged by the 
storm.

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The large building to be used for 


the gas generators was blown down, 
while the-immense main bulldin 
rocked.on :its/foundations, one en 
being; damaged and many windows 
blown 'out'. Foreman Dan Collins, 
Mat Adams, John Giles, Jim Larking 
and- Frank Walker were injuredy but 
none of them seriously. Over one 
hundred others were scared out ('of a 
few years'; growth, but live to: tell 
thrilling"•' stories of how it happened. 
:•; .The gas generator building, which 
was blown.down, was located north- 
east pi the main building. It is a 
structure 38x118 feet, and was put 
up^about three weeks ago. It had 
steel columns and iron roof, tbe sides 
being open. This morning Foreman 
Dan Collins and a crew of eighteen 
men, part of them colored, "were 
working inside this building, making 
excavations for the . gas generators; 
The men became alarmed when the 
wind began to blow so hard, but 
tuck tc their posts. 


A few minutes after eight .o'clock, 


when the wind blew the hardest, the 
building began to rock and gradually 
fall towards to west. 
The men saw 


their danger and a Jnuinber of them 
ran out of the building. Others re- 
mained where they were, and as the 
building did not .collapse entirely 
most of them escaped injury. Only 
tbree of the men were injured. They 
were: 


Foreman Dan Collins, who was 


struck on the shoulder and back by 
one of the supports and bruised. 


John Giles, struck on the arm by a 


support. Arm was reported broken, 
but was only mashed a. little. 


Jim Larkins was injured about tbe 


shoulder a little. None of .the above 
njaries were at all serious, arid they 
were able to come down town: 


One man, who was working in this 


building, was so badly scared he could 
not move. He stood still while tbe 
>uilding fell, and afterwards was so 
badly rattled he could scarcely walk. 


The big main building of the plant 


rocked on its foundations Irom the 
'orce of the wind, to the great alarm 
of the big force of men working in- 
side. They hastily sought, shelter, 
but the building withstood the force 
of tbe wind. The west gable end of 
;be builidng was blown out and a 
arge amount of glass broken. Three 
men, named Mat Adams,-Wm. Colver 
ind John Ferugson, were doing some 
brick work in the main building, 
when Adams was struck by a pane of 
glasa and cut. A moment later he 
was hit by a sash, which bad -been 
blown out, and bruised considerably. 


He was tbe worst injured man of 


all, but even his injuries are compar- 
atively light. Frank Walker, another 
workman, was slightly injured by fly- 
ng glass. 


Tbe machine shop and foundry, 


which isr;of' brick, was not damaged, 


aside from glass being biown out and 
broken. 


The gable end of another small 


buildingjwas blown off and tbe roof 
damaged. 
• 


^ Many of the men took refuge under 
some cars which were ^standing on a 
siding. They say the flying glass and 
pieces of tin sheeting was enough to 
scare the stoutest hearted. They ex- 
pected to see the main building go 
over. 
.

Mr. York was down town at the 


time. 
He was soon on the scene, 


however, and as the men were al 
more or less rattled he decided not to 
do any more work today, and most of 
the workmen went ho'me.: 
• 


Gapt. Buch made a rough estimate 


on the Ipssjor'a Times man.- The 
building which was blown down was 
put up under the supervision of Capt 
Buch and this loss falls 'on the Bur- 
gess company. Capt. Huch |says the 
building will have to-be taken apart 
the trusses ^straightened, etc. 
Most 


of the material. can be saved, how- 
ever. He estimates that the loss to 
the Burgess company will be in the 
neighborhood of $2,000. The main 
building has not yet been accepted 
from the Pittsburg firm that con 
tracted to build it. It will cost them 
8300 or $400 to make necessary re 
pairs, so that the entire daamge wil 
not fall short of $2,500. . 
. 


. The most annoying feature of the 
whole thing is the loss of time it wil 
entail. 
The work will be thrown 


back rive or six weeks, at the very 
least. 
Much time has already been 


lost, owing to the bad weather, and 
Mr. York prevented from 
getting 


his plant in operation as soou as he 
hoped. 


Owing to the recent rains, the 


ground in tbe vicinity of the plant is 
in a beautifully soggy condition, anc 
those who went out to see the wreck 
brought back a lot of Yorktown real 
estate. 


Two employes of the mill were near 


one of the oid sheds of the Fair asso- 
ciation. They saw the building begin 
to wobble and left .that vicinity in 
such a big hurry they forgot some of 
their clothes. " One of these men, 
named Zeek, never stopped, until he 
got home. 
The other was Henry 


Gentrup, and Henry ran over to the 
Burgess office with his tale of woe. 
Gentrup is a good, honest sounding 
name, but Henry evidently thought 
it would not look well in print, for he 
solemnly, assured a Times reporter 
that -his name was "Jim Brown." 


The small building on the fair 


grounds, was blown downj ty the 
wind, and is a complete wreck. 
It 


was to be torn down "any way. This 
is the building which scared Zeek 
and Gentrup. 


A chimney on the Asche building, 


at Third and Chillicothe streets, was 
blown down. 


Portions of the Dice livery stable, 


on Market street, the property of the 
Maklem estate, which was recently 
badly damaged . by Ore, was blown 
down against tbe sides of the Central 
hotel and several windows broken. 
The front brick wall of the building 
was curved out, and that there might 
be no damage to life the sidewalks 
were enclosed and there was no travel 
on the west side of Market street, be- 
tween Third and Fourth this morn- 
ing. The property is owned by Mrs. 
R. S. Maklem.
